Esaki lo bira 
un punto importante, ya cu e migrantenan aki 
no lo bolbe nan pais pasobra e dos gobiernonan 
ta di acuerdo cuu otro, sino cu nan lo kier mira e 
situacion na Venezuela mes cambia pa mihor, pa 
nan por tin un porvenir den nan mes pais. Y esey 
por lo pronto no ta bay ta asina. 


No tin ningun indicacion cu e gobierno di Nico- 
las Maduro tin ni e capacidad, ni e recursonan 
pa mehora cualkier cos na e pais. A pesar cu na 
2021 e situacion economico a mehora levemente 
y hasta e pais a sali di e hiperinflacion na inicio di 
e aña aki, no tin perspectiva pa un recuperacion 
economico, si no tin recuperacion di e motor di 
economia, cu ta e sector petrolero. Ta calcula cu 


e pais mester di mas di 60 biyon dollar na in- 
version den petroleo, cu e pais no tin. Ademas 
e pais no ta dispone di e tecnologia necesario pa 
recupera y moderniza e industria; esey necesari- 
amente lo mester bin di e companianan interna- 
cional grandi, cu un mayoria di Merca. Por a rip- 
ara cu recientemente tabatin acercamento entre 
gobierno Mericano y Venezolano, pero tanten e 
situacion politico ta keda mescos, cu e dictadura 
Chavista sin permiti regreso na un democracia 
parlamentario, lo tin poco perspectiva pa inver- 
sion y Venezuela ta keda pega na e nivel pauper- 
imo di produccion petrolero di apenas 700.000 
bari pa dia, mientras cu esey tabata na mas di dos 
miyon pa dia, tempo cu e Chavistanan a podera 
di e pais.

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Officials: US to send 
Ukraine more advanced 
rocket systems 


(AP) — The U.S. will 
soon deliver to Ukraine 
four more of the ad- 
vanced rocket systems 
credited with helping 
the country’s military 
gain momentum in its 
war with Russia. 


The High Mobility Ar- 
tillery 
Rocket 
Systems, 
known as HIMARS, will be 
part of a new $625 million 
package of aid expected to 
be announced on Tuesday, 
according to U.S. officials. 


The decision marks the 
first time the U.S. has sent 
more HIMARS to Ukraine 
since late July, and it will 
bring the total number de- 
livered so far to 20. The 
systems have become a key 
tool in Ukraine’s ability 
to strike bridges that Rus- 
sia has used to supply its 
troops, enabling Ukrainian 
forces to make inroads in 
Russia-controlled regions. 


The U.S. in recent weeks 
also 
provided 
funding 
through a separate pro- 
gram — the Ukraine Se- 
curity Assistance Initiative 
— so another 18 HIMARS 
can be purchased through 
longer-term 
contracts. 
USAI funds are being used 
as part of the effort by the 
U.S. and Western allies to 
ensure Ukraine’s forces are 
trained and equipped to 
defend their country in the 
years to come. But those 
contracts will take several 
years to fulfill. 


The latest aid package is 
also expected to include 
other 
ammunition 
and 
equipment for Ukraine’s 
troops. Several U.S. offi- 
cials spoke on condition of 
anonymity to provide de- 
tails of the package ahead of 
the announcement. This is 


the first tranche of U.S. aid 
delivered in the new fiscal 
year, which began Oct. 1. 


Ukraine has pressed its 
counteroffensive 
in 
the 
Kherson region since the 
summer, relentlessly pum- 
meling 
Russian 
supply 
lines and making inroads 
into Russian-held areas 
west of the Dnieper Riv- 
er. Ukrainian troops have 
been using the HIMARS 
to repeatedly hit the main 
bridge across the Dnieper 
and a dam that served as 
a second crossing. It also 
has struck pontoon bridges 
that Russia has used to sup- 
ply its troops. 


Ukraine’s battlefield suc- 
cesses in Kherson are no- 
table since that is one of the 
four areas that Russia is in 
the process of annexing. 


A senior U.S. military of- 
ficial said Monday that 
the attacks by Ukrainian 
forces have forced Russia 
into a “defensive crouch” 
in 
Kherson, 
hampering 
Russian efforts to resupply 
their frontline troops. 
The official, who briefed 
reporters on condition of 
anonymity to provide a 
U.S. military assessment 
of the war, said that so far 
the U.S. has seen only 
small numbers of Russian 
reinforcements 
coming 
into Ukraine in an effort 
to shore up their defenses. 
Russia has said it will mo- 
bilize upwards of 300,000 
conscripts 
to 
send 
to 
Ukraine. 


The official also said that 
despite persistent Russian 
threats to use nuclear force, 
the U.S. has seen no moves 
by the Kremlin that would 
cause the U.S. to change its 
own nuclear posture. 


Interior Dept. to require body cams for law 
enforcement 


(AP) — The U.S. Interior 
Department on Monday 
launched a set of new 
policies that would re- 
quire thousands of law en- 
forcement officers to wear 
body cameras, ensures the 
release of footage in some 
critical incidents and re- 
stricts the use of so-called 
no-knock warrants. 


The announcement comes 
after Interior Secretary Deb 
Haaland launched a task 
force last year aimed at fur- 
ther building trust between 
law enforcement and the 
public. It also follows an ex- 
ecutive order from Presi- 
dent Joe Biden that focused 
on federal law enforcement 
agencies and required them 
to review and revise policies 
on use of force. 


The policies apply to the 
thousands of law enforce- 
ment officers who work for 
the 
Interior 
Department, 
in the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs, Bureau of Land Man- 
agement, the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the 
National Park Service. The 
agency has about 3,100 per- 
manent law enforcement of- 
ficers. 


While some federal agencies 
have already started launch- 
ing body camera programs 
– including some park rang- 
ers, park police officers and 
Fish and Wildlife officers – 
the federal government has 
lagged behind many local po- 
lice departments whose of- 
ficers have been using body 
cameras for years. 
One of the new policies spe- 
cifically requires all Interior 
Department law enforce- 


ment officers who are pa- 
trolling or engaging with the 
public to carry body-worn 
cameras and sets out the de- 
partment's intent to expedite 
the public release of video af- 
ter an incident that results in 
serious injury or death. 


Under the policy, officers or 
agents are required to activate 
the body-worn cameras "at 
the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity of an interaction and 
should capture as much of 
the event as possible, starting 
with the decision to engage 
an individual or vehicle." The 
camera should remain run- 
ning until the event is over, 
the policy states. 


The policy says the Interior 
Department "will strive to 
expedite the public release" 
of footage after incidents that 
involve "serious bodily injury 
or death in order to promote 
transparency and account- 
ability." 


The Interior Department's 
law enforcement arms have 
faced scrutiny in recent years, 
particularly the U.S. Park 
Police who were faulted in 
an inspector general's report 
after officers used smoke 
grenades and pepper balls to 
clear racial justice protesters 
from an area in front of the 
White House in 2020. The 
agency also faced scrutiny 
over its lack of cameras after 
two U.S. Park Police officers 
fatally shot an unarmed mo- 
torist in northern Virginia in 
November 2017. 


Another of the policies re- 
stricts the use of "no-knock" 
warrants, which allow law 
enforcement agents to enter 


a home without announcing 
their presence. A no-knock 
warrant, as its name implies, 
is an order from a judge that 
allows police to enter a home 
without prior notification to 
the residents, such as ringing 
a doorbell or banging on the 
door. In most cases, the law 
requires that officers must 
knock and announce them- 
selves before entering a pri- 
vate home to execute a search 
warrant. 


The updated policy – similar 
to the policy implemented 
by the Justice Department 
for its officers last year – fol- 
lows the March 2020 death 
of Breonna Taylor, who was 
shot and killed by police in 
her home during a no-knock 
warrant and whose death led 
to months of mass protests 
over racial injustice in po- 
licing and the treatment of 
Black people in the United 
States. 


The policy curtails the use of 
no-knock entries to instanc- 
es where announcing the 
presence of federal officers 
"would create an imminent 
threat of physical violence 
to the agent and/or another 
person," the Interior Depart- 
ment said. It also requires 
agents to first obtain approval 
from supervisors and a feder- 
al prosecutor before seeking a 
no-knock warrant. 
The new policies also pro- 
vide additional guidance on 
use of force incidents, laying 
out that its policy would meet 
or exceed the policies set out 
by the Justice Department. It 
also requires the law enforce- 
ment agencies to collect and 
report data about the number 
of use of force incidents and 
reiterates a ban on carotid re- 
straints and chokeholds, ex- 
cept when deadly force has 
been authorized. 


"Every single day across the 
country, the Interior De- 
partment's law enforcement 
officers risk their lives to 
safeguard our communities, 
public lands and waters, and 
critical resources," said Dep- 
uty Secretary Tommy Beau- 
dreau. "In reforming policing 
practices, the Department 
is helping strengthen the 
unique connection that law 
enforcement officers have 
with the communities that 
they serve and move the na- 
tion forward towards com- 
munity-focused law enforce- 
ment." 


(AP) — Rex Tillerson, 
who served a turbulent 
term as secretary of state 
under former President 
Donald Trump, was called 
as a government witness 
Monday at the trial of a 
Trump ally accused of 
leaking intelligence to the 
United Arab Emirates. 


Tillerson testified that he 
barely knew the defendant, 
Tom Barrack, once the chair- 
man of Trump’s inaugu- 
ral committee, or anything 
about his relationship with 
the UAE. Instead, he spelled 
out how he would meet with 
Trump on a regular basis to 
discuss foreign policy, em- 
phasizing that the sensitive 
conversations were supposed 
to stay confidential. 
Prosecutors have alleged Bar- 
rack provided inside infor- 


mation on how Trump ad- 
ministration officials viewed 
a UAE-led blockade of neigh- 
boring Qatar. Tillerson testi- 
fied he had advised Trump 
not to engage with the UAE 
on the issue, saying, 


Tillerson also described one 
encounter 
with 
Barrack 
where he “called over to my 
office … and expressed an in- 
terest in an ambassadorship,” 
he said. But Trump didn’t 
embrace the idea, “so that 
was the end of it,” he said. 


On cross-examination, Til- 
lerson acknowleged having 
disagreements with Trump, 
but stayed clear of criticizing 
the former president. He said 
they sometimes played “good 
cop-bad cop” in their public 
statements about adversaries 
like South Korea. 


The former Exxon Mobil 
CEO is the highest-profile 
witness so far at the federal 
trial of Barrack, a billionaire 
private equity manager and 
Trump confidant who’s ac- 
cused of secretly working as 
a foreign agent for the UAE. 


Barrack, 75, has pleaded not 
guilty to that charge, along 
obstruction of justice and 
false statements counts. 
In 2018, Trump dumped Til- 
lerson via Twitter, abruptly 
ending the service of a Cabi- 
net secretary who had report- 
edly called the Republican 
president a “moron” but re- 
fused to step down, deep- 
ening disarray within the 
Trump administration. 


Trump and Tillerson clashed 
on several foreign policy is- 
sues, including whether the 


U.S. would stay in the 2015 
agreement to restrict Iran’s 
nuclear efforts, a deal Til- 
lerson favored. Trump an- 
nounced in 2018 that the 
U.S. was withdrawing from 
the agreement. 


So far, prosecutors have re- 
lied on a trove of emails and 
other communications they 
say demonstrate how Bar- 
rack’s “unique access” to 
Trump to manipulate his 
campaign — and later his 


administration — to advance 
the interests of the UAE. 
The efforts included help- 
ing arrange an Oval Office 
meeting between Trump and 
Abu Dhabi’s Crown Prince 
Sheikh Mohammed bin Za- 
yed Al Nahyan in 2017. 
At the same time, UAE of- 
ficials were consorting with 
Barrack, the energy-rich Gulf 
state rewarded him by pour- 
ing millions of dollars into 
his business ventures. 


(AP) — A serial killer may 
have ambushed five men 
in central California sepa- 


rately in recent months, 
shooting them to death 
alone in the dark, and po- 
lice are baffled as to why 
the victims were targeted. 


None of the men were 
robbed or beaten before their 
killings — which all took 
place within a radius of a few 
square miles — and none 
appear to have known each 
other, Stockton Police Offi- 
cer Joseph Silva said Monday. 
The shootings also do not 
seem to be related to gangs or 
drugs, either. 


Stockton police on Friday an- 
nounced an $85,000 reward 


for information leading to an 
arrest in the slayings, which 
date back to July 8. Authori- 
ties also released a grainy still 
image of a “person of inter- 
est,” dressed all in black and 
wearing a black cap, who ap- 
peared in videos from several 
of the crime scenes. 


The latest killing occurred 
shortly before 2 a.m. Tuesday, 
when a 54-year-old man was 
shot in a residential area just 
north of downtown. 
None of the shootings have 
been captured by video cam- 
eras and no firearms have 
been recovered. 
“We don’t have any video of 


anybody holding any gun or 
actually committing a crime,” 
Silva said in a phone inter- 
view Monday. 


Still, the available footage, 
as well as ballistics evidence, 
link the five killings, he said. 
All five men were shot by a 
handgun, though it’s not yet 
clear if it was the same gun 
used in each crime. 
“It definitely meets the defi- 
nition of a serial killer,” Silva 
said. “What makes this differ- 
ent is the shooter is just look- 
ing for an opportunity and 
unfortunately our victims 
were alone in a dark area.” 
There may even be multiple 


people involved in the vio- 
lence. “To be honest, we just 
don’t know,” he said. “This 
person or people who are out 
doing this, they are definitely 
very bold and brazen.” 


Police said the victims were 
each walking alone or in a 
parked car when they were 
killed in the evening or early 
morning in the city of 320,000 
residents about 50 miles (80 
kilometers) south of the state 
capital, Sacramento. 


The ages of the victims range 
from 21 to 54; four of the 
men were Hispanic and one 
was white. 


(AP) — The Supreme 
Court said Monday it will 
hear two cases seeking to 
hold social media com- 
panies financially respon- 
sible for terrorist attacks. 
The cases are seen as an 
important test of the fed- 
eral law that generally 
makes internet companies 
exempt from liability for 
the material users post on 
their networks. 


In the cases the court agreed 
to hear, relatives of people 
killed in terrorist attacks in 
France and Turkey had sued 
Google, Twitter, and Face- 
book. They accused the 
companies of helping terror- 
ists spread their message and 
radicalize new recruits. One 
of the cases was thrown out, 


mostly under Section 230 of 
the Communications De- 
cency Act, while the other 
was allowed to proceed. 


The court, which began its 
new term Monday, is expect- 
ed to hear arguments in the 
cases this winter with deci- 
sions before the court recess- 
es for the summer, usually in 
late June. 


One of the cases the justices 
will hear involves Nohemi 
Gonzalez, a 23-year-old U.S. 
citizen studying in Paris. The 
Cal State Long Beach student 
was one of 130 people killed 
in Islamic State group attacks 
in November 2015. The at- 
tackers struck cafes, outside 
the French national stadium 
and inside the Bataclan the- 


ater. Gonzalez died in an at- 
tack at La Belle Equipe bistro. 


Gonzalez’s 
relatives 
sued 
Google, which owns You- 
Tube, saying the platform 
had helped the Islamic State 
group by allowing it to post 
hundreds of videos that 
helped incite violence and 


recruit 
potential 
support- 
ers. Gonzalez’s relatives said 
that the company’s computer 
algorithms 
recommended 
those videos to viewers most 
likely to be interested in 
them. But a judge dismissed 
the case and a federal appeals 
court upheld the ruling. 


The other case the court 
agreed to hear involves Jorda- 
nian citizen Nawras Alassaf. 
He died in the 2017 attack 
on the Reina nightclub in 
Istanbul where a gunman af- 
filiated with the Islamic State 
killed 39 people. 


Alassaf’s relatives sued Twit- 
ter, Google and Facebook for 
aiding terrorism, arguing that 
the platforms helped the Is- 
lamic State grow and did not 
go far enough in trying to 
curb terrorist activity on their 
platforms. A lower court let 
the case proceed. 


The cases are Reynaldo Gon- 
zalez et al. v Google, 21-1333, 
and Twitter et al. v Mehier 
Taamneh, 21-1496.

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EU, Israel hold high-level talks for first time in a decade 


(AP) — The European 
Union and Israel on Mon- 
day held high-level talks 
for the first time in a de- 
cade, with the Europe- 
ans pressing Israeli Prime 
Minister Yair Lapid about 
how to put a two-state 
solution to the conflict 
with the Palestinians into 
place. 


EU foreign policy chief Josep 
Borrell welcomed the recent 
support from Lapid — who 
took part in Monday’s talks 
by videoconference — for an 
end to the conflict based on 
an Israeli and Palestinian state 
living peacefully side by side. 


“This is also what we want 
to push for. We want the re- 
sumption of a political pro- 
cess that can lead to a two- 
state solution and a compre- 
hensive regional peace,” Bor- 
rell said. “We have to explore 
how we can put this into 
practice.” 


“It’s better to sit and discuss 


frankly, than to avoid any 
contact. Certainly we dis- 
agree. Certainly we express 
concern, but I think it’s more 
positive to sit and discuss,” 
Borrell told reporters in 
Brussels. 


In his opening remarks at the 
meeting — led in Brussels 
by Israeli Intelligence Min- 
ister Elazar Stern — Borrell 
underlined the EU’s con- 
cern “about the continued 
tensions and violence on the 
ground and the continuation 
of unilateral measures, such 
as settlement expansion, and 
the security issues.” 


It’s the first time the two sides 
have held an “Association 
Council” since July 2012. Is- 
rael and the EU signed an As- 
sociation Agreement govern- 
ing their ties in 1995, and the 
pact entered force in 2000. 
Talks were meant to be held 
annually, but Israel canceled 
a planned 2013 meeting over 
the EU’s policy toward Israeli 
settlements. Some EU coun- 


tries have also been reluctant 
to meet since then. 


Lapid welcomed the meeting. 
“It is an important milestone 
in our improving relations. 
This past year has seen some 
vast progress in our ties — 
and there is still so much 
more that we can do,” he 
said, according to the speech 
released by his office. 


However, there is no short- 
term prospect for peace. 
Israel’s military occupation 


of the West Bank is now in its 
55th year. The last real peace 
talks ended in 2009, and crit- 
ics say growing Israeli settle- 
ments in the West Bank and 
elsewhere undermine any 
hopes for a two-state solu- 
tion. The Palestinians seek 
all of the West Bank along 
with Israeli-annexed east Je- 
rusalem and the Gaza Strip, 
controlled by the Palestinian 
militant group Hamas, for a 
future state. 


Lapid is serving as caretaker 


prime minister until a Nov. 1 
election, in which he is facing 
a tough race against former 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu. Opinion polls 
indicate that even if Lapid is 
able to form a new govern- 
ment, the next parliament, 
like the current one, will be 
dominated by hard-line par- 
ties that oppose Palestinian 
statehood. 


At the U.N. General Assem- 
bly last month, Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas 
said that “our confidence in 
achieving a peace based on 
justice and international law 
is waning, due to the Israeli 
occupation policies.” 
Speaking a day after Lapid ad- 
dressed the assembly, Abbas 
delivered a pessimistic assess- 
ment of diplomacy, saying a 
“frantic campaign to confis- 
cate our lands” persisted in 
the generations-long dispute, 
while the military “are kill- 
ing the Palestinian people in 
broad daylight” with impu- 
nity. 


US, Philippine forces hold combat drills to brace for crisis 


(AP) — More than 2,500 
U.S. and Philippine ma- 
rines joined combat exer- 
cises Monday to respond 
to any sudden crisis in 
a region long on tenter- 
hooks over South China 
Sea territorial disputes 
and increasing tensions 
over Taiwan. 


The annual military drills 
are the first major exercise 
between the longtime treaty 
allies under newly elected 
Philippine President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos Jr., military of- 
ficials said. His predecessor, 
Rodrigo Duterte, was an out- 
spoken critic of U.S. security 
policies and frowned on mili- 
tary exercises with American 


forces he said could offend 
China. 


Called Kamandag, the Ta- 
galog acronym for “Coop- 
eration of the Warriors of the 
Sea,” the drills involve 1,900 
U.S. Marines and more than 
600 mostly Philippine coun- 
terparts in mock amphibi- 
ous assaults and special op- 
erations, U.S. and Philip- 
pine military officials said. 
America’s HIMARS missile 
launchers 
and 
supersonic 
fighter jets will take part in 
live-fire maneuvers that will 
end on Oct. 14, they said. 


The venues include the west- 
ern island province of Pala- 
wan, which faces the South 


China Sea, and the northern 
Philippines, across the Luzon 
Strait from Taiwan. 


Philippine 
Rear 
Admiral 
Caesar Bernard Valencia said 
the exercises will focus on 
enhancing coastal defenses 
and are not directed against 
any country. 


Japanese and South Korean 
forces will participate as ob- 
servers but may join in disas- 
ter-response drills, he said. 


The military maneuvers are 
being held simultaneously 
with combat exercises be- 
tween U.S. Marines and Jap- 
anese army forces on Japan’s 
northern island of Hokkaido 


that involve about 3,000 mili- 
tary personnel from the two 
sides, U.S. military officials 
said. 


U.S. Maj. Gen. Jay Bargeron 
of the Japan-based 3rd Ma- 
rine Division said the simul- 
taneous exercises are aimed 
at bolstering the defensive 
capabilities of the U.S. alli- 
ances with the Philippines 
and Japan “through realistic 
combined training.” 


“These exercises will allow 
our forces to strengthen in- 
teroperability and readiness 
to ensure we are prepared 
to rapidly respond to crisis 
throughout the Indo-Pacif- 
ic,” Bargeron said in a state- 
ment. 
“Our strength, resolve and 
commitment to our allies 
and partners in the region are 
our most effective deterrent,” 
U.S. Marine Lt. Col. Kurt 
Stahl told The Associated 
Press. “Together, we can de- 
ter potential adversaries from 
ever testing our capabilities 
or our relationships.” 


In July, U.S. Secretary of 
State Antony Blinken called 
on China to comply with a 
2016 arbitration ruling that 
invalidated Beijing’s vast ter- 
ritorial claims in the South 
China Sea and warned that 
Washington is obligated to 


defend the Philippines under 
a 1951 U.S.-Philippines Mu- 
tual Defense Treaty if Fili- 
pino forces, vessels or aircraft 
come under attack in the dis- 
puted waters. 


The ruling was issued by an 
arbitration tribunal set up in 
The Hague under the U.N. 
Convention on the Law of 
the Sea after the Philippine 
government complained in 
2013 about China’s seizure 
of a shoal off its northwest- 
ern coast. China did not par- 
ticipate, called the arbitration 
decision a sham and contin- 
ues to defy it. 
In addition to China and the 
Philippines, Vietnam, Malay- 
sia, Taiwan and Brunei have 
overlapping claims in the 
busy waterway, where an es- 
timated $5 trillion in goods 
passes each year and which is 
believed to be rich in under- 
sea gas and oil deposits. 


Separately, U.S. President 
Joe Biden said last month 
that American forces would 
defend Taiwan if Beijing tries 
to invade the self-ruled is- 
land, sparking protests from 
China. 
The long-simmering sea dis- 
putes and the increasingly 
tense relations between Chi- 
na and Taiwan have become 
key fronts of the U.S.-China 
rivalry. 
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King Charles III to host South African leader in state visit 


(AP) — King Charles III 
will welcome South Afri- 
can President Cyril Rama- 
phosa to the U.K. for three 
days of high-level talks 
next month, celebrating 
the first state visit of his 
reign with the leader of a 
Commonwealth member 
with close ties to the royal 
family. 


Ramaphosa 
has 
accepted 
Charles’s invitation for a state 
visit from Nov. 22-24, Buck- 


ingham Palace said Monday. 
The South African leader will 
be accompanied by his wife, 
Dr. Tshepo Motsepe. 


Charles has visited South 
Africa on several occasions 
since 1997. At Nelson Man- 
dela’s funeral in 2013, he said 
the world would be a “poorer 
place” without the man who 
led South Africa’s transition 
from apartheid to a multi- 
ethnic democracy, adding 
that Mandela was owed “an 


enormous debt of gratitude” 
for his achievements. 


The King and Camilla, the 
queen consort — then the 
Prince of Wales and the 
Duchess of Cornwall — wel- 
comed former South African 
President Jacob Zuma to the 
U.K. at the start of a state vis- 
it in 2010.

Poland demands $1.3 trillion in war damages from Germany 


(AP) 
— 
Poland’s 
for- 
eign minister on Monday 
signed an official note to 
Germany requesting the 
payment of about $1.3 tril- 
lion in reparations for the 
damage incurred by occu- 
pying Nazi Germans dur- 
ing World War II. 


Zbigniew Rau said the note 
will be handed to Germany’s 
Foreign Ministry. The sign- 
ing comes on the eve of Rau’s 
meeting in Warsaw with Ger- 
man Foreign Minister An- 
nalena Baerbock, who will 
attend a security conference. 


Rau said the note expresses 
his view that the two sides 
should take action “without 
delay” to address the effects 
of Germany’s 1939-45 occu- 
pation in a “lasting and com- 
plex, legally binding as well as 
material way.” 


He said that would include 
German reparations as well 
as solving the issue of looted 
artworks, archives and bank 


deposits. He said Berlin 
should make efforts to in- 
form German society about 
the “true” picture of the war 
and its disastrous effects on 
Poland. 


Warsaw says that payment of 
reparations would strengthen 
bilateral relations through 
truth and justice and would 
close painful chapters from 
the past. Germany says the 
matter was closed decades 
ago. 
Baerbock said in Berlin be- 
fore departing for Poland that 
the two European neighbors 
and partners have a “respon- 
sibility to preserve the trust 


we have built together over 
the past 30 years.” 


Baerbock stressed that “this 
includes that coming to 
terms with and remembering 
the immeasurable suffering 
that Germany brought upon 
the people of Poland.” 
“There cannot and will not 
be a line drawn here,” Baer- 
bock said. 


Poland’s right-wing govern- 
ment argues that the country 
hasn’t been fully compensat- 
ed by neighboring Germany, 
which is now one of its major 
partners within the European 
Union. 
On the war’s 83rd anniver- 
sary, Sept. 1, Poland’s govern- 
ment presented an extensive 
report on the damages, esti- 
mating it at the $1.3 trillion 
figure. 
Poland’s government rejects 
a 1953 declaration by the 
country’s then communist 
leaders, under pressure from 
the Soviet Union, that Po- 
land wouldn’t make any fur- 


ther claims on Germany. 
Germany argues compensa- 
tion was paid to Eastern Bloc 
nations in the years after the 
war, while territories that Po- 
land lost in the east as borders 
were redrawn were com- 
pensated with some of Ger- 
many’s prewar lands. Berlin 
calls the matter closed. It was 
Moscow that decided Poland 
would receive only a small 
fraction of the compensation. 


In the 1990s Germany paid 
one-time compensation to 
former inmates of Nazi con- 
centration camps and to vic- 
tims of forced labor, includ- 
ing many Poles. 
Despite good bilateral rela- 
tions, Poland’s most power- 
ful politician, Jaroslaw Kac- 
zynski, has recently made 
increasingly hostile remarks 
about Germany, recalling its 
wartime guilt and alleging 
that it is dominating the Eu- 
ropean Union. 


Critics see that as tactics 
aimed at rallying backing 


ahead of general elections 
scheduled next fall. Opinion 
polls suggest the ruling Law 
and Justice party and its allies 
will lose the narrow majority 
that now allows them to pass 
legislation without negotiat- 
ing with other parties. 


Senate 
Speaker 
Tomasz 
Grodzki, a member of the 
opposition, said anti-German 
rhetoric was shaping up to 
be the ruling party’s mantra 
for the upcoming election — 
that voting against the ruling 
party was voting against Po- 
land’s interests. 


“This is evident nonsense; 
it’s untrue. It’s a desperate at- 
tempt at defense against sur- 
veys that show falling sup- 
port,” Grodzki said. 
Around 6 million of Poland’s 
citizens, including 3 million 
Jews, were killed in the war. 
Some of them were victims 
of the Soviet Red Army that 
invaded from the east. 


UK says Royal Navy ship in North Sea for pipeline protection 


(AP) — Britain has sent a 
Royal Navy ship to patrol 
the North Sea, as West- 
ern allies try to increase 
protection for undersea 
pipelines and cables af- 
ter blasts ruptured two 
natural gas pipelines in 
the Baltic Sea, the defense 
ministry said Monday. 


The Ministry of Defense 
said a navy frigate is in the 
North Sea, working with the 
Norwegian navy “to reassure 
those working near the gas 
pipelines.” 


The announcement came 
after a meeting of the Joint 
Expeditionary Force group 
of northern European na- 


tions. The force brings to- 
gether troops from 10 coun- 
tries, including the Baltic and 
Nordic nations, and has seen 
its importance increase since 
Russia’s invasion of Ukraine 
in February. 


Britain’s defense ministry 
said “the group condemned 
the blatant attacks against ci- 
vilian infrastructure.” 
U.K. Defense Secretary Ben 
Wallace also said Britain will 
acquire two specialist ships to 
protect undersea cables and 
pipes, with the first “multi- 
role survey ship for seabed 
warfare” operational by the 
end of next year. 


Undersea blasts that dam- 


aged the Nord Stream 1 and 
2 pipelines last week have 
led to huge methane leaks. 
Nordic investigators said the 
blasts involved several hun- 
dred pounds of explosives. 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin on Friday accused the 
West of sabotaging the Rus- 
sia-built pipelines, a charge 
vehemently denied by the 
United States and its allies. 


Britain has not officially 
blamed anyone for the blasts, 
but Wallace told the Conser- 
vative Party’s annual confer- 
ence that “Putin’s reactions 
are wider than just Ukraine. 
His reach goes further. This 
week, we saw the ‘mysteri- 
ous’ damage inflicted to the 


Nord Stream pipelines. And 
it should remind us all how 
fragile our economy and in- 
frastructure is to such hybrid 
attacks.” 


Britain has been a major con- 
tributor of military aid to 
Ukraine. Wallace said Britain 
would train another 20,000 
to 30,000 Ukrainian troops 
in the U.K., in addition to the 
10,000 it has trained this year. 
Speaking at the U.K. Conser- 
vative Party’s annual confer- 
ence in Birmingham, central 
England, Wallace said Britain 
was not seeking to remove 
Putin as Russia’s leader. 
“We’re not in the business of 
regime change,” he said. 
But he also said Putin was 


unlikely to de-escalate the 
conflict. 
“I don’t think he is going to 
take an off-ram 
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Indonesian recalls stinging tear gas in deadly soccer melee 


(AP) — Dicky Kurniawan 
felt the sharp sting in his 
eyes as Indonesian po- 
lice fired tear gas into the 
football stadium. 


From his seat near an exit, 
he said he watched the me- 
lee unfold Saturday night as 
angry fans poured into the 
field to demand answers after 
host Arema FC of East Java’s 
Malang city lost to Persebaya 
Surabaya, its first defeat ever 
on its home turf. The mob 
threw bottles and other ob- 
jects, and the violence spread 
outside the stadium, where 
police cars were overturned 
and torched. 


Kurniawan, 22, was shocked 
when police fired tear gas 
at spectators in the stands. 
As the stinging gas spread 
through the stadium, Kurni- 
awan grabbed his girlfriend 
and — like everyone else — 
dashed to the exits. 


The mass rush led to a stam- 
pede that killed nearly three 
dozen people almost instant- 
ly. The death toll reached 125 
and hundreds more were in- 
jured in one of the world’s 


deadliest tragedies at a sport- 
ing event. More than 40,000 
spectators were at the match, 
all Arema fans because the 
organizer had banned Perse- 
baya Surabaya supporters due 
to Indonesia’s history of vio- 
lent soccer rivalries. 
“The chaos was on the field, 
but they fired the tear gas into 
the stadium stands,” Kur- 
niawan said as he described 
the tragedy from his hospital 
bed. He received bruises on 
his face but said he was fortu- 
nate to survive. 
“Now I am done watching 
soccer in the stadium,” Kur- 
niawan said. 


In the bed next to Kurniawan, 
teenager Farel Panji also had 
a lucky escape. 
Panji, 16, had just left his seat 
to go to the exit when the tear 
gas came. As people ran past 
him to get to the exit, Panji 
said he got pushed down by 
the crowd and collapsed. 
“I fainted for a while. When 
I woke up, I was still in the 
stadium seating area,” Panji 
said. He got home safely and 
was taken to the hospital the 
next day. Wearing an Arema 
jersey, Panji said Saturday’s 


incident did not stop him 
from loving the club. 


Malang’s Dr. Saiful Anwar 
General Hospital, one of sev- 
eral used to treat victims, was 
filled Sunday with grieving 
relatives waiting to identify 
bodies in the morgue or for 
information about their loves 
ones. 


Police say 323 people were 
injured in the crush, with 
some still in critical condi- 
tion. At least 17 children 
were among the dead and 
seven other children are be- 


ing treated at hospitals, ac- 
cording to the Ministry of 
Women’s Empowerment and 
Child Protection. 
Arema’s Chilean coach, Ja- 
vier Roca, led the players 
and other officials in paying 
respect to the dead in a cer- 
emony Monday. 


Wearing black shirts, the 
team gathered at the statue of 
a lion head outside Kanjuru- 
han Stadium. Dozens of Are- 
ma supporters also attended, 
and started to cry when the 
players poured rose petals 
around the statue and prayed 


together. 


“We came here as a team, 
asking forgiveness from the 
families impacted by this 
tragedy, those who lost their 
loves ones or the ones who 
are still being treated in the 
hospital,” Roca said. 


He said soccer violence must 
stop. 
“We feel like we got a punish- 
ment,” he said. “One match 
result is not worth paying 
with the lives of people, let 
alone more than 100 people.” 


Russian court sets Brittney Griner appeal date for Oct. 25 


(AP) — A Russian court 
on Monday set Oct. 25 
as the date for American 
basketball star Brittney 
Griner’s appeal against 
her nine-year prison sen- 
tence for drug possession. 


Griner, an eight-time all- 
star center with the WNBA’s 
Phoenix Mercury and a two- 
time Olympic gold medalist, 
was convicted Aug. 4 after 
police said they found vape 
canisters containing cannabis 
oil in her luggage at Mos- 
cow’s Sheremetyevo Airport. 


The Moscow region court 
said it will hear her appeal. 


Griner admitted that she had 
the canisters in her luggage, 
but testified that she had in- 
advertently packed them in 
haste and that she had no 
criminal intent. Her defense 
team presented written state- 
ments that she had been pre- 
scribed cannabis to treat pain. 


Her February arrest came at 
a time of heightened tensions 
between Moscow and Wash- 
ington, just days before Rus- 
sia sent troops into Ukraine. 


At the time, Griner, recog- 
nized as one of the great- 
est players in WNBA his- 
tory, was returning to Russia, 
where she played during the 
U.S. league’s offseason. 


The nine-year sentence was 
close to the maximum of 10 
years, and Griner’s lawyers 
argued after the conviction 
that the punishment was ex- 
cessive. They said in similar 
cases defendants have re- 
ceived an average sentence of 
about five years, with about a 
third of them granted parole. 


Before her conviction, the 
U.S. State Department de- 
clared Griner to be “wrong- 
fully detained” — a charge 
that Russia has sharply re- 
jected. 


Reflecting the growing pres- 
sure on the Biden adminis- 
tration to do more to bring 
Griner home, U.S. Secretary 
of State Antony Blinken took 
the unusual step of revealing 
publicly in July that Wash- 
ington had made a “substan- 
tial proposal” to get Griner 


home, along with Paul Whel- 
an, an American serving a 16- 
year sentence in Russia for 
espionage. 


Blinken didn’t elaborate, but 
The Associated Press and 
other 
news 
organizations 
have reported that Washing- 
ton has offered to exchange 
Griner and Whelan for Vik- 
tor Bout, a Russian arms 
dealer who is serving a 25- 
year sentence in the U.S. and 
once earned the nickname 
the “merchant of death.” 
The White House said it has 


not yet received a productive 
response from Russia to the 
offer. 
Russian diplomats have re- 
fused to comment on the 
U.S. proposal and urged 
Washington to discuss the 
matter in confidential talks, 
avoiding public statements. 


U.S. President Joe Biden met 
last month with Cherelle 
Griner, the wife of Brittney 
Griner, as well as the player’s 
agent, Lindsay Colas. Biden 
also sat down separately 
with Elizabeth Whelan, Paul 
Whelan’s sister. 
The White House said after 
the meetings that the presi- 
dent stressed to the families 
his “continued commitment 
to working through all avail- 
able avenues to bring Brittney 
and Paul home safely.” 


The Biden administration 
carried out a prisoner swap in 
April, with Moscow releas- 
ing Marine veteran Trevor 
Reed in exchange for the 
U.S. releasing a Russian pi- 
lot, Konstantin Yaroshenko, 
convicted in a drug traffick- 
ing conspiracy. 
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Alcaraz, Nadal put Spain at 1-2 in ATP rankings for 1st time 


(AP) — No. 1 Carlos Al- 
caraz and No. 2 Rafael 
Nadal are the first coun- 
trymen to top the ATP 
rankings in 22 years. 


And the two players from 
Spain are the first men from 
somewhere other than the 
United States to sit at 1-2 
since the tour introduced 
computerized rankings in 
1973. 


Alcaraz is a 19-year-old who 
rose to the top spot by win- 
ning the U.S. Open last 
month for his first Grand 
Slam title, becoming the 


youngest man ever to be No. 
1. 


Nadal is a 36-year-old who 
has spent 209 weeks atop the 
rankings and owns a men’s- 
record 22 major champion- 
ships, including at the Aus- 
tralian Open in January and 
the French Open in June. 
He rose from No. 3 to No. 2 
on Monday, swapping places 
with U.S. Open runner-up 
Casper Ruud. 


The last time players from 
the same country held Nos. 
1 and 2 in the ATP rankings 
was in August 2000, when 


Americans Andre Agassi and 
Pete Sampras did it. 
“Proud to share this historic 
moment 
with 
@Rafael- 
Nadal, the best player of all- 
time,” Alcaraz wrote in Span- 
ish on Twitter. 


The only other changes in 
the ATP top 10 on Monday 
came with Jannik Sinner slid- 
ing from No. 10 to No. 12. 
That allowed Hubert Hur- 
kacz to move up one spot to 
No. 10, and Taylor Fritz to 
shift one place up to a career- 
best No. 11. 
Iga Swiatek remained at 
No. 1 in the WTA rankings, 


where she’s been since re- 
placing the retired Ash Barty 
there in April. 


Two-time major finalist Ons 


Jabeur stayed at No. 2. She 
was followed by No. 3 Anett 
Kontaveit and No. 4 Paula 
Badosa, who swapped spots 
on Monday. 


Investigation makes recommendations for protecting players 


(AP) – An independent in- 
vestigation into the scan- 
dals that erupted in the 
National Women’s Soccer 
League made numerous 
recommendations to en- 
sure players are protected. 


U.S. Soccer retained former 
acting U.S. Attorney Gen- 
eral Sally Q. Yates and the 
law firm King & Spaulding 
to conduct the investigation, 
which was released Monday. 


Yates and her team made rec- 
ommendations for the league 
and U.S. Soccer “aimed at 
preventing abuse in the fu- 
ture, holding wrongdoers ac- 
countable, enhancing trans- 
parency, addressing safety in 
youth soccer, and fostering 
a professional environment 
where players are treated 
with respect.” 


Some of the recommenda- 
tions and planned programs: 
Transparency 
The report recommended 


that teams should be re- 
quired to “accurately disclose 
misconduct to the NWSL” 
and U.S. Soccer to ensure 
coaches do not move be- 
tween teams. 


Teams should eliminate non- 
disclosure and non-dispar- 
agement agreements to shield 
information about abusive 
coaches. 


A list of coaches who were 
banned, suspended or disci- 
plined by U.S. Soccer should 
be public. 


Accountability 
U.S. 
Soccer 
should 
re- 
quire “meaningful vetting” 
of coaches, including U.S. 
Olympic 
& 
Paralympic 
Committee-compliant back- 
ground checks. 


U.S. Soccer should use its li- 
censing authority — moving 
from a diploma system to an 
accreditation program with 
annual recertification. 


The federation should re- 
quire the NWSL to conduct 
immediate investigations fol- 
lowing reports of misconduct 
and immediately report out- 
comes. Teams should not be 
allowed to investigate them- 
selves when there are reports 
of verbal, emotional and sex- 
ual abuse. 
The NWSL should conduct 
annual training for players 
and coaches on abuse and ha- 
rassment policies. 
U.S. Soccer and NWSL 
teams should designate indi- 


viduals within their organiza- 
tions to oversee player safety 
issues. The teams must en- 
sure coaches do not have un- 
due influence over the lives 
of their players. 


U.S. Soccer should work 
with its youth organizations 
to determine whether addi- 
tional measures are needed to 
protect those players. 


Discipline 
The NWSL should deter- 
mine whether discipline of 
its teams is warranted follow- 


ing the revelations contained 
in Yates’ report. 


U.S. Soccer Actions 
The federation said it will 
immediately establish an Of- 
fice of Participant Safety to 
oversee policies and report- 
ing process, publish relevant 
records from SafeSports’ dis- 
ciplinary database, and man- 
date a minimum standard 
for background checks of all 
U.S. soccer members at ev- 
ery level of the game. 


U.S. Soccer has also created 
a committee to “comprehen- 
sively address the report’s 
recommendations going for- 
ward.” The committee will 
share an action plan before 
Jan. 21, 2023. 


Additionally, U.S. Soccer set 
up a player-driven “Partici- 
pant Safety Task Force” to co- 
ordinate efforts to implement 
policies. 


Spectator at Steelers game dies after fall from escalator 


(AP) — A spectator at 
Sunday’s game between 
the Pittsburgh Steelers 
and New York Jets died 
following a fall on an esca- 
lator at Acrisure Stadium. 


The Allegheny County med- 
ical examiner’s office identi- 
fied him Monday as 27-year- 
old Dalton Ryan Keane of 
Monaca. Paramedics admin- 
istered care on site before he 
was transported to the hospi- 
tal in critical condition. He 
died shortly thereafter. 


The Pittsburgh Department 
of Public Safety said police 


and emergency service per- 
sonnel were alerted after a 
male spectator fell around 
4:45 p.m., shortly after the 
end of the Jets’ 24-20 victory 
over the Steelers. 


Keane had worked as a pip- 
efitter at McCarl’s, an indus- 
trial piping company, in Bea- 
ver County since 2014, com- 
pany CEO Ken Burk told the 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette on 
Monday. 
“We’re just shocked, sad- 
dened,” Burk said in a tele- 
phone interview. He said Ke- 
ane was one of the company’s 
“key guys” as a foreman and 


was “very well regarded.” 


A spokesperson for Pitts- 
burgh Public Safety declined 
comment, citing the ongo- 
ing investigation, but noted 
the medical examiner’s office 


would determine the cause 
and manner of death. 


In a statement Sunday, the 
Steelers said they were “aware 
of an unfortunate incident 
that occurred” inside the sta- 


dium. “We are working with 
local authorities and helping 
their investigation into the 
matter. We are sending our 
thoughts and prayers to the 
guest’s family.”
